Mr. J. Lee Rankin telephoHcMy advised that as a result of 
i the meeting of the Commission on Monday afternoon there would be a formal 
; request in writing for the raw rep o rt s^ of the Bureau which would back up the 
; material that the Bureau^ha^ furnished to the Commission. Mr. Rankin was 
I advised that based on the publicity given to the Commission’s meeting yesterday 
; this material is being gotten together and would be forthcoming as soon as 
possible. Mr. Rankin advised that there had been some difficuJfaL op the p art 
of the Commission members in un ders tanding so me of the handwriting spec^enjs 

aTclarif ication on this. Malley has an appointment with 
li^rTRankin today ar4;'0’0"p. m. j^aTwId ch time sufficient details will be obtained 
in order to clarify this. 

Mr. Rankin stated the Commission was interested in obtaining 
dat^conceming the inco me tax retu rns of Jack_BnbfinsldiPi also known as 
Jack Ruby,' and OsValT as well as M rs. Ruth Paine of Irving. Tex as, and 
that thes£. returns .shouldxQYSElaJnumJ^gEjatjj§a£^ This will be further 
clarified with Rankin today. 

Mr. Rankin advised that the Commission was very much interested 
iji ihe medical reports r,elatfye.tp the shpotiQg otlhe.,5£§Si4§nt> both the results 
of the exaniinaHon at ^rkl^d Hospiteij Pjdlas, J as well as the medical 
reports from the U. J. Naval Hospital^ -^thWda^^ry]^. Rankin was advised 
that the reports from the ParUand Hospital were readily available and had been 
included in one of our reports; however, the medical report from the U. S. 

Xaval Hospital at Bethesda was not in the possession of the Bureau and had not 
been included inasmuch as the President’s family had indicated a desire that 
the report be k^^t-coi^idential. The medical report from the Bethesda Hospital 
; is in the posses^n of Becret Service and can be obtained upon asking. This

Mr. Rankin mentioned that the Commission was also interested 
jin any postal money orders that had been sent or received by either Ruby or 
I Oswald. It is known that the Bureau has already developed a good deal of 
I information concerning the non-existence of money orders in the Dallas, 

! Texas, area and the Commission's request for money orders will be further 
j clarified today. 

With reference to the report prepared by the Bureau, copies of « 
! which were delivered to the various members of the Commission, Mr. Rankin 
indicated that he would like to obtain an additional twenty copies of this rqport 
along with the exhibits that were sent with the reports. Mr. Rankin was 
advised that Malley was not aware of the exact number of copies that were 
in existence, and Rankin Immediately replied that if half this number of copies 
\ could be made available it would be very helpful. There are in existence and 
\ readily available at the present time twenty-one copies of the rq;>ort and the 
i exhibits.

He is presently employed as a salesman for the 
Houston Slush Pump Company, 2112 Quitman Street *^ous ton, and 
he formerly resided with his sister, MRS, FRAip^^ENNY , _213S_ ^ ^ 

Wayfarer Street. Hous t on. , His wife makes her residence In . IZziCll,, 
Miami, Florida. On February 23 t 1958* he was arrested and • - 

charged with conspiracy to smuggle guns and related equipment 
to Cuba for the benefit and use of FIDEL CASTRO and his 
forces. On October 24, 1958, In the United States District 
Court, Southern District of Texas, Houston, Texas, he was 
sentenced for these activities to 60 days to serve and fined ^ 

$500 on one count, and was given a two year sentence suspended , 

for five years on good behavior on a second count. The 
period of his probation expired December 11, 1983. At the 
time of his arrest, conviction ^nd sentencing, considerable 
publicity concerning him and hzs activities appeared In the , ^ 

press. His photograph appearte^ In the newspapers on a number ( 
of occasions. He knows FIDEL^ASTRO personally, and when 77//>> 
CASTRO visited Houston, T^sure', briefly In April, 1959* -- - 

MC KEOWN went to the HoiBbon Airport, visited with CASTRO, 
and had his photograph taken with CASTRO. Tills photograph 
was widely publicized. CASTRO tried to persuade h^ to 
stay on the airplane and proceed to Cuba wltli him (CASTRO) . 

However, because he was then on probation, he told CASTRO 
It would not be possible. CASTRO was somewhat Irritated at 
this, and suggested that MC KEOWN disregard the probation and 
go anyway. CASTRO stated he would give MC KEOWN a Government 
position In Cuba or perhaps he might give him some franchises 
or concessions there. MC KEOWN responded that he fully Intended 
to comply with his probation to the letter, and stated he 
would come to Cuba when he could do so In a completely legal 
manner.

MC KEOWN obtained his stoe of 
j^e funds fbr this venture by borrowing from CARLOs)^IO 
«**^ TsOCARRAS , former President of Cuba with whom he hara a 
close friendship. About two years” ago, MR. JARRETT died, 
and the business was sold. 

FIDEL CASTRO took over the leadership of Cuba on 
about January 1, 1959> following the revolution vdilch he 
had led. About one week after that, while he was on duty at 
the J and M D rive -In. Harris County ^ Texas^ Dep uty Sheri ff ' 

ANTHONY “b oots'^ YO - appeared and said that some "personTiad” 
been frantlcSiafiy calling the Harris County Sheriff's Office 
In an effort to locate MC KEOWN. The name of the caller was 
not known to AYO, but he was calling from Dallas, Texas, and 
on the last call had said It was a life and death matter. 

MC KEOWN advised AYO to provide the caller with the telephone 
number of the J and M Drlve-In, In about one hour’s time, 

(8; 00 p.m. or 8:30 p.m.) a persc^called MC KEOWN on the 
telephone and said his name n’l Bie caller 

said he was calling from Dallas, Texas, and Indicated he 
was aware that MC KEOW had influence in Cuba and particularly 
with CASTRO. Hie caller stated he wanted to’ get three 
Individuals out of Cuba who were being held by CASTRO. He 
stated that If MC KEOWl^ could achieve their release he 
would be paid $5»000 for each person. The caller added that 
a person In Las Vegas, Nevada, would put up the money. 

MC KEOWN replied that he most certainly was Interested In 
making some money, and assured the caller he could obtain 
the release of any person being detained by CASTRO; however, 

MC KEOWN specifically advised the caller he would do nothing 
toward this end until he was paid $3,000.00 In cash at the 
outset. The caller stated he would clear this with the man 
In Las Vegas, and would later recontact MC KEOWN. Nothing 
further was ever heard from this Individual by MC KEOWN. 

About three weeks following this telephone call, 
a man personally appeared at the J and M Drlve-In and 
spoke with MC KEOWN. This person did not Identify himself 
to MC KEOWN, nor did MC KEOWN ask his. name. The man said 
he had a proposition whereby MC KEOWN could make $ 25 #000. 

When he Indicated genuine Interest In the man's propo^lon, 
they vent to the rear of the Drive-* In where patrons sit to

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drink beer and irtiere they could taj.k more privately, Hie 
man stated he had an option on a great number of Jeeps which 
were In Shreveport, Louisiana, and he desired to sell them 
to CASTRO at a very profitable figure. He wanted MC KEOWN 
to provide him with a letter of Introduction to CASTRO, which 
letter would clearly Indicate that the bearer was responsible 
and reliable. MC KEOWN said he would gladly provide such 
a letter of Introduction for a fee of $ 25 # 000 , but before 
he undertook to do anything he would have to have In hand at 
least $5#000.00 In cash. The man Indicated he wanted the 
letter right away, whereupon MC . KEOWN asked If he had the 
necessary $5,000 In his pocket. The man said that he did 
not, but that he would go and get the money and return. Accord- 
ing to MC KEOWN, the man never returned nor did he ever again 
see him. 


MC KEOWN stated that from the numerous photographs 
he has seen In the press and In magazines of JACK RUBY, the 
man with whom he talked concerning the letter of Introduction . 
to CASTRO resembles RUEY, The man gave the Impression of 
being or trying to be a "big shot", and his manner and attitude 
was rather haughty. While his recollection of this man Is 
somewhat hazy at this time, he vividly recalls the man had 
a small patch on his nose. MC KEOWl'J recalled he had asked 
the fellow what the patch was. for, and he was advised that 
he had attempted to take out a blackhead and a small 
Infection developed. To the best of his recollection, th.ls 
man was probably 45 to 50 years of age, 5' 8" to 5' 10" In 
height, 200 pounds, stocky build, well dressed. He recalled 
the man had a tie clasp which matched his cuff links. He 
had no Idea how the fellow traveled to the J and M Drlve-In, 
and he never ascertained the man's name, MC KEOWN advised 
that he feels strongly that this Individual was In fact JACK 
RUBY, the man whose photograph he has seen many times recently 
In the press. 

MC KEOWN commented that because of the publicity 
accorded him In connection with his gun smuggling 
activities, he was literally besieged with requests for favors, 
requests for Interceding with CASTRO, et cetera, following 
CASTRO'S successful effort In Cuba. He stated his Inability 
to leave the United States during his probationary period 
prevented him from fulfilling some of these requests which would 
have provided fabulous fees. 
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He remarked he Is not certain that the above-described 
telephone caller from Dallas or the man who personally 
appeared at the J and M Drlve-In was Identical with the JACK 
RUBY who killed LEE HARVEY OSWALD. To his knowledge, he has 
never seen or met LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

MC KEOWN stated that he knew of no one by the name 
of "Davis” vtio was convicted for gun running activity with 
Cuba .

JACK L. RUBY, AKA.

CIVIL RIGHTS 


A United Press International release of 2/11/64 
quoted Ruby's defense lawyers as stating that the EBI had 
fully checked out Ruby's travels but found that he had not 
left the country since 1959, when he admittedly visited Havana. 

A Cuban exile in Mew Orleans said he had received word from an 
anti-Castro agent that Ruby had visited communist Cuba last 
year. The Director asked, *nihat are the facts?" 

Ruby, upon interview by Agents on 12/21/63 in the 
presence of his attorneys, flatly denied that he had ever 
traveled to Cuba except on one occasion in 1959.

Only Seven Called 

! Only seven persons from an extremely long list of witnesses 
were called in Monday’s session on the motion to have the trial 
moved from Dallas. 

The defense has summoned 17S witnesses for the hearing. They 
include lop business, civic and religious leaders. 

As the hearing dragged, those witnesses who had gathered in t 
sixth floor courthouse room were released subject to call on 30 
minutes notice. 

Dr. Fredrick Carney, 39-year-old associate professor of Christian

Dr Carney said his findings renected a “tortured. city.** He said 
the crisis was whether or not the city was or was not going to maXe 
a searching examination of itself in light of the assassination. 

^ Defense attDrnc>'« referred frequently to what Dr. Cam^y called 
jthe “Dallas oIigarchy**--a term which they said was predicated on 
the work of the Dallas Citizens Council. 

The council is an organization of about 250 lop executives who 
exert influence on the cily*s cultural and economic affairs. 

Dr Carney agreed that the oligarchy was “very much perplexed 
at first over how to explain how such a tragedy could happen in 
Dallas.** i 

The professor said that “'considerable intolerance” existed Ln 
Dallas before Nov. 22, the assassination date. He said there was 
ready evidence of “right-wing hale groups,*’ 

Objections kept Dr Carney from answering defense attorney Joe 
Tonahni's question as to whether the oligarchy had attempted to do 
anything alx)ut these situations. 

‘Unforliinale’ Conditions | 

Hott'ever, he said the conditions had “existed for several years* 
and only recently were adjudged unfortunate.” 

But the ‘'oligarchy did not create them/* he added. 

Dr Carney agreed with defense arguments that the city has 
decided that “it is not directly responsible for the assassination 
events, and that everything will be done to defend its image.** 
Despite all this, Dr Carney concluded, he does not “see any 
reason why Jack Ruby could not now receive a fair trial in Dallas.” 
Harry McCormick, for 27 years a Dallas News reporter, said he 
saw no reason why Ruby could not get a fair trial in Dallas. 

He called .the happenings of Nov. 22-24 *'a national tragedy, not 
one just in Dallas.” 

j Asked if he thought a jury of 12 could be picked that had not 
V heard or read about the case, McCormick said: “Not any place in 
the United States.” 

Qucslion for I\IcCormick 

McCormick— for many years one of the area’s top crime re- 
porters— hedged a bit when Dist. Ally. Henry Wade asked him if be 
♦ thought Ruby could get a fair trial. 

I “Henry, who knows what a fair trial is?” 

He added: “If you mean do I think you can get an unbiased 
jury here, yes.” 

Justice of the Peace Pierce McBride, a judge for more than 15* 
years and a newspaperman before that, said many people he had 
talked with in recent weeks bad many questions about the overallj 
tragedy. * 

“Everv'body living of adult age has played amateur detective on 
this case . - . tried to figure out ail the angles . . . I’ve done it 
myself/’ McBride said. 

The judge said that “most of the inquiries concerned why Ruly 
killed Osw-ald. not whether he did it or noL”

Texas laws do not provide for 
a 13th or "standby” juror, a 
prosecutor in (he Jack Ruby mur- 
der trial noted Friday, 

Assistant DisL Atty. Frank 
Watts said laws here provide for 
the selection of only 12 jurors in 
a murder trial, regardless of how 
long it may last 
If one of these jurors should 
become too ill to continue hearing 
testimony, Watts said, the judge 
must end the trial. Then he would 
iset a new trial date and lawj^ers 
would start over in the selection 
of a jury. 

The same would hold true if a 
juror became ill during delibera- 
tions after testimony ended 
What would happen if a juror 
becad$_i!L^fore the juiy was 
completed? 


*Tt would be up to the lawyers,** 
W'atts said. "If they agreed the 
Court could excuse the sick juror 
and let the attorneys continue se- 
lecting jurors until they had 12. 
But, if either side objected, the 
court would have to declare a 
mistrial and we would have to 
start over." 

There have been numerous prx>- 
posals that Texas adopt the pro- 
cedure followed in some states 
and in federal courts, where the 
judge instructs lawyers to choose 
a 13th juror when a lengthy trial 
appears likely. This juror is 
known as a "standby” or alter- 
nate juror.

State laws provide that the 
prosecution and defense each shall 
have 15 peremptory challenges in 
a murder trial. They allow lawyers 
to reject otherwise-qualified pros- 
pective jurors without giving a 
reason. 

Dist Atty. Henry Wade said 
that, while there is no specific 
provision in the law’, judges some-^ 
times grant additional challenges 
to the defense. They cannot give 
more than 15 to the prosecution. 

By granting several additional 
ch iilenges to the defense, lawWn 
ncted* Judge Brown could gq a 
loitg way toward “curing’* any 
technical error he may have cdni- 
mitted 

One lawyer put it this wa3r: 

“It is often a close question!

A -Chicago expert^ on epilepsy 
heliwes Jack Ruby suffers from 
damage lo the brain, the New 
York Tirncs said Saturday. 

Dr. f'rederick A. Gibbs of Chi- 
cago, an autlionty • on. .epilepsy, 
has studied brain wave tests made* 
on Ruby and d^ided that the pat- 
terns indicate Ruby suflers from 
psychomolor epilepsy, according 
to the New York Times. 

Psychomotor epilepsy is a rare 
variance of the disease which is 
usually caused by a blow to the 
.head and which sometimes re* 
jsulls in its victim having a ”rage 
jattack/’ the newspaper said.

These in- 
volved accidental falls, a car 
wreck and brawls. 

THEY SAID THESE incidents 
could have caused brain dam- 
age. Or, they said, it is possible 
that Ruby contracted encepha- 
litis and this affected his brain 
during a '‘prolonged seige** of 
influenza in 1918. 

Reading from his report, Dr, 
Guttmacher said Ruby*s inner 
sex conflict revealed itself in 
his fights and his desire to ex- 
hibit his body. 

(A stripper who worked in 
Ruby's dub testified Monday 
that he liked to come into the 
dressing room used by her and 
other entertainers and “show 
off his muscles.”) 

The jury had already heard 
testimony from Dr. Guttmacher 
that Ruby stated he had con- 
tracted gonorrhea on five occa- 
sions. 

DR. GUTTMACHER told ju- 
rors he concluded Ruby was 
”an extremely impulsive indi- 
vidual who acts before he 
thinks.” 

ReferringL fo his report, the 
BaTTrmorr^'iychiatrist said: 


think we are dealing with 
a very abnormal individual wl^^ 
has an abnormal personality 
structure. Wc have here a man 
who struggled to keep his san- 
ity. He felt a deep degree of 
involvement. There was a dis- 
ruption of his ego.” 

Belli asked, ”lMiat do you 
mean?” 

"His defenses crumbled,” the 
psychiatrist replied. 

Q. V^'hat did he tell you about 
President Kennedy? 

A. He told me, **1 fell for 
him.” 

Dr. Guttmacher said Ruby re- 
ferred to the Piesident with 
words most people use to de- 
scribe a romance. 

THE PSYCHIATRIST said 
Ruby admired President Ken- 
nedy as “The leading member 
of a nKxIel family”* and com- 
pared the apparently happy life 
of the Kenneys with his owm 
"wretched” boyhood. 

Dr. Guttmacher also testified 
over objections of prosecutors 
that Ruby, a Jew, was "actual- 
ly aware that he was a member 
of a minority group” and that 
the slayer admired ti\e strong 
stand taken by the President on 
the civil rights issue. 

The psychiatrist said he was 
told that Ruby was "greatly dis- 
turbed” by a Dallas News ad 
which criticized President Ken- 
nedy and by pictures which 
showed Mrs. Kennery with blood 
on her dress after the assassina- 
tion.

I think he had an un- 
usual amount of involvement to 
the w-hole tragedy, and I think 
he came upon this perpetrator 
of the assassination and. with 
this, a disruption of his ego. I 
think there was a psychotic epi- 
sode 

"All his defenses clumbled 
and his hostile, aggressive feel- 
ings came to the fore and fo- 
cused on this one individual with 
the homicide re.sulting.” 
Prosecutors have suggested 
that Ruby shot Oswald in the 
mistaken belief it. would bring 
him "fan>e and fortune.”

Brown relented after an Im- 
passioned pica by the Chief 
defense counsel, Melvin Belli. 

As a result. Dr. Roy 
Schafer, 41 , of Yale Univer- 
sity, remained on the witness 
f^tand until nearly 7 p.m., giv- 
ing the juo' of eight men and 
four women a short course 
In clinical psychology. 

Under cross-examination by 
District Attorney Henry 
Wade, Dr. Schafer, said he 
could give no opinion as to 
whether Ruby knew right from 
wrong when he shot Oswald — 
the legal test of insanity. 

P romised this would 
come from two psychiatrists. 
Dr Manfred Guttmachcr and 
Dr. Martin Towlcr, scheduled 
to testify Tuesday and 
Wednesday. The attorney in- 
sisted the psychologisrs work 
was an adjunct to that of the 
psychiatrist and that his testi- 
mony was needed.

Dr. Schafer testified that 
Buby .showed great emotional 
insiabilily, great impulsive- 
ness with a tendency to act 
on slight provocation, confu- 
sion, irrationality and “mood 
sw'ings." * 

Had *Rage Mates’ 

He said it was his opinion 
that Ruby was subject to 
“rage states" in which he 
would not know what he was 
doing. These could be set off, 
he said, by very emotional 
stinnilat'on, fatigue nnd some* 
limes even flickering light. 

On cross-examination. Dr. 
Schafer conceded Ruby had 
an intelligence quotient of 
107, which exceeds that of 
about 73 per cent of American 
men his age. But he insisted 
this was not Inconsistent with 
his findings.

That was the estimated wind- 
up date Sunday for the Ruby 
proceedings— 50 far predictable 
only in their unp^edictabiUt^^ 
Ruby’s top lauyer, Melvin 
Belli, said Sunday the defense 
will likely finish presenting tes- 
timony by’ Friday. 

DisL Ally. Henry Wade said 
the. slate will require a couple 
o days for additional testimony 
V hen the defense is finished. 

Allowing a full day for closing 
arguments, Wade said his best 



guess is the Ruby* trial will go 
to the juiy' about March IS. 

If that happens, the case will 
have run an entire month. The 
actual trial began here on 
Feb. 17. 

Preliminary actions in the 
case— hearings on defense mo- 
tions for bond and for a change 
of venue— began last year. 

Wade was in his courthouse 
office Sunday reviewing files and 
indexing material for use in the 
murder case. 

•*We have so much informa- 
tion here that the big problem 
is keeping track of everything— 
knowing where each item will 


be when it’» needed,” said die 
chief prosecutor. 

Wade also was studying law 
books Sunday. He was prepar- 
ing himself for the avalanche of 
psychiatric testimony expected 
to be aimed at the jury by the 
defense. 


*T want to determine just how 
far they can properly go in 
questioning these psychiatrists,’* 
said Wade. 

He first read Dr. Manfred 
CuUmacher’s “Psychiatry and 
the Law,” nearly a decade ago. 

He is re-reading that book also 
for this case. Dr. Guttmacher. a 
New Yorjf psychiatrist, will be 
a leading defense witness. 

Belli sa d a striptease dancer 
named PAiny Dollar will be on 
the stand just long enough to 
describe a fight she saw be- 
tween Ruby and a taxi driver 
in which R\xhy beat the man’s 
head on concrete and then 
asked, “Uhat am I doing?”

Belli, who said Sunday he can

If he lakes the stand. Ruby, 
the striptease entrepreneur, will 
find himself baring his past in 
the most important performance 
of his life. 

Belli, however, would not 
spe;niki 5 _^unday just when 
Ruby will lake the witness chair. 


The trial will resume at • 
a.m. Monday with Judge Joe B. 
Brown presiding and will ad- 
journ at U a.m. so tliat court- 
house personnel can attend the 
funeral services of County Clerk 
Glenn Byrd, who died Saturday.

Ni:\VS TO COURTROOM 

The spectators In court didn't find out about It until 
Judge Joe B. Biowa ended the session a little after 5 p. m. 
but the most bb.arre sideshow yet — a full-scale Jail -break 
—had Just erupted outside. 

Of the escapees, mostly aeiTlng long terms for robbciT 
and armed robbed, four were eUll at Urge last night, vlth 
1,100 Dallas County lawinen looking for them. 

Tw’o thugs. Including the man who had marched the 
Judge's clerk, Mrs. W. L. Tliornton. through the corridor 
crowded with spectators, reporters, photocaphres and 
guards, were captured Quickly.

They huu led to the parking lot, next door to the court- 
house, and there. Deputy Sheriff Ovaries Player, who hAi 
been helping guard the Buby trial, grabbed him from 
behind. 

Meanwhile Deputy Rosemary Allen, wiro had been 
"frbklng' the women sp*'clators at the Ruby trial, saw an- 
oU^r of the escapees run Into a stairwell near the special 
press room set up for reporters covering the big trial.

It said: 

"You don’t have to worry too 
much about a patient In a asycho* 
ir^or aeirure.

Oswald, in lurn, was slain by night 
club operator Jack Puby, Although 
various segments of the foreign press 
have explored the possibility that Ruby 
was part of some mysterious plot to 
silence Oswald, the commission — now, 
dc^signaled by the name of its chair- 
man, Chief Justice Earl Warren — prob- 
ably will find otherwise. Ruby, re- 
portedly mentally ill, also is thought to 
have acted alone and without previous 
connection with Oswald. 

In short, no one anticipates that the 
Warren Commission will offer any 
startling concKisions. There is little 
mystery clinging to the assassination 
story and most of what is there sur- 
rounds Oswald’s life in Russia. Perhaps 
even these dark corners will be lighted 
by the commission's final report 

The tragedy, widely witnessed and 
well dcK.'umented, now has become a 
matter of history. The Warren Com- 
mission cannot change this in any 
respect. But it should be able lo answer 
that haunting question; Could the as- 
sassination. have been prevented? 

Yesterday, Secret Service Chief 
James James J. Rowley ajipeared be- 
fore the commission to give his agency’s 
side of the story. The Secret Service, 
charged with the protection of the Pres- 
ident, has been the target of some espe- 
cially .sharp criticism. Rumor has it that 
several Secret Service agents were 
drinking late at a night club prior to 
the day President Kennedy was shot.

It is in this area that the Warren . 
Commission may perform its most valu- 
able service.

The commission might also 
produce recommendations for handling 
known security risks and individuals 
clearly on record as out of sympathy | 
with the American form of government 
As far as the public is concerned, there 
is a v.idc gap of missing data on the 
Stale Department's handling of the 
Oswald case and paving the way for 
his return to the United Stales after 
he became ‘‘disenchanted” with life in 
the Soviet Union, 

A further by-product of this study i 
may provide assistance to students of 
mental health problems. We are con- 
. fronted wdlh an increasing incidence of 
.individuals who regard themselves as 
uniquely endowe^J and above the laws 
of society. These people cannot be 
simply shrugged off as “goofballs” and 
“crackpots.” Some eventually become 
dangerous to themselves and to others. 

I One report, altribulod lo FBI psy- 
chiatrists, noted that Oswald haled his 
father for abandoning him. Thus, he 
haled anyone who represented au- 
thority. According lo his wife, Marina, 
Oswald had previously taken a shot at 
former General Edwin A. Walker and 
had threatened lo kill Richard M. Nixon. 

With no one to check his erratic be- 
havior, Osw^ald finally succcotlod in 
finding an outlet for his antagonism. 
And we are left wondering Iio\v‘many 
other I^e Harvey Oswalds are w^ait-

He shares the floor with three 
or four other men condemned 
to die. Jail officials said. 

Most of the time. Ruby aits 
draw'ing pictures of women or 
making Intricate geometric de* 
‘Signs. Bometimrs he colors 
drawings, or plays dominoes. 

Because he lives In a corri- 
dor, Ruby has a number of visi- 
tors In his ccU each day — offi- 
cers going to another cell or’ 
trusties mopping the floor. He 
gets many letters and cards,, 
and his aistcr who lives in Dal- 
las, is a frequent visitor.

His reason for so think- 
ing was that Ruby is ''the man who killed the man 
who killed President Kennedy.” Yet that reason- 
ing appears not to have influenced his original 
judgment Does Judge Brown have to write a 
book about a case before he can think seriously 
about the sentence he imposes? 

The latest expression of qualms has come from 
District Attorney Henry M. Wade of Dallas who 
says that he is willing to recommend commutation 
of Ruby’s death sentence to life imprisenment 
Here again the suggestion appears to be related 
more to expediency than to the essential consid- 
erations of justice. Mr. Wade thinks it is im- 
portant to keep the condemned man around for 
"historical purposes” because "there are still a 
lot of unanswered questions.” 

Up to now the prosecutor has apparently gone 
no further than to try to bargain with the defense 
counsel, on reduction of the sentence. He would 
agree to life Imprisonment ii Ruby’s lawyers would 
acquiesce, which they will not. With the case 
still on appeal, they arc hopeful of a more favor- 
able outcome for their client. If these efforts leave 
the death scnlcncc unchanged, however, we think 
Mr. Wade will have a positive obligation to go 
before the Texas Board of Pardons with an appeal 
for the commutation he has informally suggested. 
An execution in this case in the current aura of 
judicial shadow-boxing and commercialism w^ould 
be a most unfortunate postludc to the Dallas

W'eaknesses Found 

They conclude that the Ruby 
case reflected little credit on

This book begins In the tragedy of a President*! ^ 
assassination and ends In the tragedy of the law's in- 
ability to provide a convincingly just result in a murder 
trial. It has no heroes. Every major figure who moves 
through Its pages — and most of the minor oncS"-if 
diminished by what he did. But even more troubling 
than the stains this sordid episode leaves on men's I 

lives arc the doubts that the trial of Jack Ruby casts j 

about the foundations of our nations criminal law, / 

One finishes this book greatly dissatisfied. Not dis- ' ' ; 

satisfied with the account of the trial of the man who 
killed Lee Hanley Os%vaId, for that Is skillfully and / 

carefully written; the book provides a ringside seat with 
expert commentators on hand to explain the legal prob- 
lems, strategies, and tactics as events unfold. It Is the 
expert commcnlry that inspires the dis.satisfaetion and . 
creates the doubts about the whole legal process. One 
wonders whether Jack Ruby actually received justice 
from the jury that sentenced him to death. One suspects 
that this trial, given different lawyera and a different 
judge, might have come to a different conclusion. One 
is not certain whether Jack Ruby was sane or insane 
when he committed the nation's first murder on live ^ \ « 

television. One is sure of only one thing: this trial was j / 

'a circus from start to finish. f 

The authors know, of course, that the facts they ^ t 

report create doubt about the justice of the jury's ver- // | 

diet. They seem unaware, however,' that thoughtful 
readers of their book may also begin to question the 
processes on which wc rely to achieve justice in all 
criminal cases. The portraits they paint of the leading 
figures — ^judge Joe B. Brown and defense counsel " 

Melvin ^lli — raise some of those questions. 

Early in the book the authors WTite of Brown, ^l 
was only partly because of their low opinion of his legal 
talents that civic and business leaders in Dallas were ^ 

in vocal despair at the prospect of Judge Brown rac- // Cy* , 

siding over the Ruby trial. . . . [They] knew that Judga-^^^ r*r\ 

Broun's most notable weakness was a passion for thN^* ^ 
limelight." Nothing in llic book detracts from tkrfj OCT I**" 
appraisal of Brown. 

Belli, a San Franciscan hailed widely by himself and 

others as a great trial lawyer, comes out no belter thaii^ ■ “ ^ 

Judge Brown— perhaps wnrsc. The authors, one a 
professor of law* and tlic oilier a practicing attorney, 
imply that his choice of strategy and his alienation of 
the furors by repealed attacks on their city of Dallas 
cost Ruby a good chance for no worse punishment than 
a short jail sentence. Several times they chim Belli ^ 

ha d not don e his homework. Again and again they note 
Belirs fas^ation with publicity which went ft e nj toihe 
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point of attemj)(mg, after the death acntcnce had been 
returned, to take pictures of Ruby in jail for sale to 
magazines. 

But the fundamental doubts about our system of 
criminal justice arc raised when the authors attempt to 
explain why the only question in this case — \%'hetlier 
Ruby was sane when he pulled the trigger and. if he 
was, what his punishment should be — \^ere handled as 
they were. The theory espoused by Belli that Ruby shot 
Oswald during a psychomotor epilepdc seizure seems, 
on the evidence, rather thin. But the diagnosis of epi- 
sodic psychosis advanced by Dr. Manfred Cuttmachcr, 
director for over three decades of the psychiatric clinic 
of the Baltimore criminal courts, seems, at least to the 
authors and to me, more plausible. Because of the 
defense's preoccupation with epilepsy and the prose- 
cution's preocctipation with winning a conviction, no 
attempt was made to explore Cuttmachcr's theory which 
miglit have provided the true answer to the key ques- 
tion. It is here that the authors' unemotional comment 
on such a tactic^) decision by the defense becomes pm- 
foundlii-di^^urbing: "In litigation, as in many other areas 
of life, a 'correct' decision may lead to disaster, whereas 


an 'incorrect' one might have carried the day. Jhr hmrj 
fact is that our adversary' sy'stcm must rely to a great 


extent not only on both sides being nepreseoted with I 
equal skill but also upon their having approximate^ I 
equal amounts of ludc." 

Those words strike to the heart of the criminal taw. 

Is ft morally justifiable to put men on trial for their 
lives under a system in which skill and luck can so 
vitally influence the outcome? Is it justifiable to con- 
demn a man to death or imprisonment because, or even 
on the chance that, his lawyer is not so skiRful or not so 
lucky' as the prosecutor? 

Questions of this kind often seem to be overwhelmed 
by the centuries cf history of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence 
which accept the adversary* system of triak as the best 
method of finding the truth. But they persist throughout 
this book. Is the best way of learning the truth about a 
man's mental condition to place experts who disagree 
on the witness stand and let opposing lauyen poke fun 
at their statements? One assistant prosecutor said of 
Belli's defense theory, T wonder if they got their pty- 
chomotor variant from the psychomotor pool," and 
described a psychologist who gave Rorscliach tests as a 
man "who ^inks he can diagnose an>lhing with Ink- ^ 
spots." Is it justifiable to let tactics play as dominant a 1 
role in the outcome of trials as they now do? ■ 

The dulling of sensitivity to these questions fti the 
legal community could hardly be better illustrated than 
It is In this book by its lawyer authors. Explaining by 
an anecdote why it is dangerous for a lawyer to omit 
certain evidence in hope that it may unwittingly be pre- 
sented to better effect by opposing counsel, Aey ny: 
"Most laymen perhaps might feel that the point of the 
story is that a clever trick by an attorney can mean the 
difierence ktween life or death for a defendant. 
Lawyers, however, merely derive from it the Injimction 
that one must never rely on cross-examination to de- 
velop the information which one needs on direct." 

If lawyers derive from such a stoiy' nothing more than 
an instruction on how to ply their trade, if they have 
lost the la>7nan's in.stinct tliat something is amiss when 
the search for tnith theoretically embodied in a criminal 
trial can be doomed by disparities of skill or luck, then , 
the criminal processes that rest so largely in Ia\\ycr5* 
hands become a subject of grave concern. Lawyers may 
l>e right in accepting tlie dogma of their profc.ssion that 
the adversaiy' system, despite its flaws, is the liest avail- 
able method of finding llie Inith. But to accept tactics | 
and skill and luck as determinative factors in a search 
for truth is to invite lo.ss of public confidence that such | 
a search Is acfually being made. And lack of paliTic 
confidence Is already, it seems to me, a irflous pr^lem 
for American law. : ' 
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And Jack Ruby Still Sits in a Cell 


On the woriing of Nov. 24, 
1963, the roost public murder 
in the history m mankind was 
comr^led by a $trij>4easc 
impn^rio in Dallas, named 
Bubp^. Literally millions 

teTevisfon viewers watched 
as Lee Harvey Oswald, assas- 
sin of President Ke n nody , 
came through the jail corridor 
toward the loading dock with “ 
a smirk on his face. These 
millions saw Ruby move in, 
heard the bark of a pistol, and 
watched as OswaJd's grin 
turned to a grimace and he 
slumped to the floor. 

If there ever was a murder 
case in vdiich there was no 
mystery, in which the essen- 
tia] facts could be agreed to 
by stipulation, this was it 
Without a shadow of doubt 
one man had killed another 
man who was In the custody 
of the law^ shackled and 
defenseless. There rerrrained 
only one question: Was the 
killer mentally responsible for 
his action, or w as he not? 

This determination, so far 
as human beings may rightly 
determine such an epbemer* 
ai thing as mental stability, 
could have been made within 
four weeks of the shooting. All 
of Ruby’s pertinent back- 
ground could have been 
examined. A score of alienists 
could have interviewed and 
observed him. His relatives 
and friends could have been 
questioned at length. And, in 
the meantime, a Jury could 
have been impaneled. The 
Jury, when it finally did get 
the case 15 weeks after the 
shooting, reached a verdict in 
two hours. 

As the second anniversary 
of the shooting of Oswald 
approaches, the killer sits in 
the Dallas jail. He has been 
condemned to death for more 
than 18 months. He has never 
even been to the pcnilchliary. 
The rinal dLsposition of his 
case seems farther nff than it 


did a year ago. Here Is a 
perfect example of the grow- 
ing tendency to turn Ameri- 
can Justice into legal circuses. 
What the Ruby case was all 
abmit has been forgotten. 
Instead, we appear to be 
watching a trampoline act. 

The Jack Ruby trial began 
on February 17, 1954, For a 
week thereafter, Melvin Belli, 
the riambo}'ant chief of the 
defense, demanded a change 
of venue. Two weeks were 
occupied in picking 12 jurors 
out of IGO veniremen, during 
which Belli wanted to test 
prospective jurors with a lie 
detector and sought to bar all 
who had seen the shooting on 
TV. By the Irial’s end Belli 
bad thought up 41 “errors.*^ 

When the verdict was 
announced Melvin Belli put on 
an act that has few prec- 
edents. He said he feared a 
plot of Dallasites to kill Ruby 
in his ccU to prevent an 
appeal. 

•‘The Criminal Court of 
Appeals,*’ he shouted, •*wiU 
chastise this kangaroo pouch 
judge. He didn’t walk to the 
bench, he hopped.” And then,, 
with a marvelous mixture of 
metaphors, he roared. •‘Dallas 
is running a kangaroo rail- 
roadi” 

So the judge, the jury and 
all citizens of Dallas were on 
trial, not Jack Ruby. 

On April 29, 1964, the (rial 
judge, Joe B. Brown, denied 
motions for a new trial 
Ruby’s defense lawyers, now 
minus Belli, filed notice of 
appeal. 

Six weeks later Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren interviewed 
Ruby In connection with his 
report on the Kennedy assas- 
sination. On August 7 last 
year the Ruby defense filed 15 
bills of exceptions, citing as 
errors such things as the 
refusal of the Judge to make 
prospective jurors swear they 
were not members of (he John 
Birch Society.

February 17 of this year when 
(he Ruby family said (hat 
Jack wanted to fire defense 
attorney Joe Tonahill. Ton- 
ahill said Ruby was too insane 
to fire him. A week later the 
appeals court ordered Judge 
Brown to submit * Ruby’s 
sanity to a Jury. 

On March 8 Judge Brown 
appointed Tonahill and Dallas 
lawyer Phil Burleson to serve 
as Ruby's attorneys in a 
future sanity hearing. But on 
March 18 Ruby's relatives 
filed a writ of habeas corpus 
In Federal District Court, ' 
claiming that Ruby’s constito- 
tional rights were being 
violated b^ause be couldn^ 
pick his lawyers. When this 
was thrown out an appeal was 
made to the Fifth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

On May 25 Judge Louis T. 
Holland of Montague, Texas, 
subbing for Judge Brown« 
dismissed Tonahill. On June 
21 Judge Brown asked to be 
relieved of any further Ruby 
hearings. 

On September 10 defense 
attorneys argued that the case 
should start over from the 
beginning because Judge 
Brown , disqualified himself 
when he agreed to write a 
book about the trial Jack 
Ruby still sits in his Jail cell 

Funny? No, utterly tragic. 
The law has broken down. 
•Ibe business of punishing 
criminals or treating psycho- 
paths has been submerged in 
a gigantic farce written by 
and for lawyers.

This was brought out 
in his statement referring to the “certain organization 
In this area that has been indoctrinated . . 

J. Lee Rankin, the Warren Commission's General 
Counsel, then asked Ruby: 

“Would you tell us what this (the organisation) 

h?" 

“The John Birch Society," Ruby replied. 

MR. RANKIN: Can you tell us what basis you 
have for that? . - 

RUBY: Just a feeling of iL 
Throughout his testimony to the Warren Com- 
mission, Ruby steadfastly denied that he was part of 
any plot to assassinate Mr. Kennedy. And he denied 
as well that he was acting as part of a conspiracy 
when he shot and killed Lee Harvey Oswald, the Presi- 
dent's alleged assassin. 

“I am as Innocent regarding any conspiracy as 
any of you gentlemen In the room," Ruby said at one 
point. 

Fears Assassination Charge 

But time and again he returned to the Idea that 
such an accusation might be leveled against him. 

“The people (bat have the power here . . . they 
already have me as the accused assassin of our beloved 
President," Ruby stated. 

Then, turning to the Chief Justice, Ruby Inquired: 
“That goes over your head, doesn’t It?" 

“Well, I don’t quite get the full significance of H. 
Mr. Ruby," Mr. Warren answered. “I know what yon 
(eel about the John Birch Society." . 

“Very powerful," Ruby declared. 

“I think It Is powerful, yes I do," the Chief Justice 
agreed. “Of course 1 don’t have all (he Information 
that yon feel yen have on that subject" 

“Unfo rtunately," Ruby countered, “you don’t** 

At BtlU another point In his testimony. Ruby cried 

out: 
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have been used for a purpose, and Ihaec-sULbe 
cdrtJrnnratle occurrence happening If you don't take 
my testimony and somehow vindicate me . . 

"But we have taken your testimony," Mr. tVarren 
assured him. "We have It here. It will be In permanent 
form for the President of the United States and for - 
the Concress of the United States, and for the Courts 
of the United States, and for the people of the entire 
world." 

"Ii'ou have lost me thouyh," Ruby answued. "Tou 
have lost me. Chief Justice Warren." 

It Is evident then that as he sits In the Dallas 
County Jail under a sentence of death for killing 
Oswald, Jack Ruby has for dally company bis own 
private demons. 

And while Ruby, who once prided himself on being 
a tough little guy, fears being linked directly to the 
President's murder, he also lives In terror of a name- .. 
less "they.” 

"They" are after him and his family. 

"My brother who has a successful business, I know, 
he Is going to be killed," Ruby told the Commission 
with certainty. 

And when the Chief Justice promised Ruby that 
he would be allowed to take a polygraph test, the bald- 
t bg, pas ty-faced killer said: ^ . 

"These things are going to be promised, but yon 

see they aren't going to let me do these things. Be- 
"Taust -when you leave here, I am finished. Mylamiiy 
Is finished.” 

Later, he said: 

"Tou won't ever see me again, I tell you that. And ' 
I have lost my family ..." 

And finally, In a moment of naked fear. Ruby 
called out to Mr. Warren: 

"No, no, you don't believe me, do yon?" 

With that, the disintegration of Jack Ruby was 
complete. - . . . 

'Lcf's Nof Break Up Too Soon*. '• 

It was a disintegration that occurred late in the 
proceedings. But once started, there was nothing Jack 
Ruby could do to stop It. 

For s better part of the three hours and fivo 
minutes that he was Interrogated, Jack Ruby had 
dominated. 

He had demanded to be taken to Washington. He 
had lashed out angrily at his defense attorney. He 
had addressed the Chief Justice on friendly, almost 
familiar terms. 

But then there came the point where Ruby ' 
thought the Chief Justice and his aides were about 
■ to iffs u e him. • 
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*Tou can ret more out ef me,** Ruby pleaded. 
**=»♦'» "f«f break up too toon.** ' ■ - - 

So they stayed for a while longer. But flnSITy Uir 
moment came when they did leave the Dallas County 
Jail. 

And Jack Ruby was left behind — in the compai^ 
of his own private demons. 

Though the Warren Commission will not maka 
public the findings of Us investigation into the death 
of the President until sometime next month. I ob- 
tained a copy of the original transcript through 
sources close to the Commission in Washington. 

In that portion of the transcript printed yester- 
day. Ruby's testimony drew to a close with the Chief 
Justice asking him if he had ever been "Interested In 
shipping Jeeps down to Cuba.** 

RUBY : Re ... I never had the facilities or 
eapabilitiu of knowing where to get Jeeps."^ •

As a matter of fact used the words, as I state. *Tou 
will have to get up. George. I want you to go with me. And he 
had been In bed for a couple of hours, which was about 1 
Imagine, about 4:30 or a quarter to 5:00 In the morning. And* 
I called the Club and I asked thli kid Larry If be knew how to 
pack a Polaroid, and he said **Yes.** 

And I said **Get up." And we went down and picked up 
Larry. And In the meantime. I don't recall If I stopped at the 
Post Office to find out this box number of this Bernard Weis* 
man.

Herald^I am skipping back— why I had awakened George.

'I Have Never Been in Jail' 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: This story was given by a 
lawyer by the name of Mark Lane, who Is representing Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald, the mother of Lee Harvey Oswald, and It 
mas In the paper, so we subpoenaed him. and he testified that 
someone had given him Information to the effect that a week 
or two before President Kennedy was assassinated, that tai 
your Carousel Club you and Weisman and Tippit. Officer 
Tippit. the one who was killed, and a rich oil man had had ao 
Interview or conversation for an hour or two. 

And we asked him whalt was that told him. and he aaid 
that It was confidential and he couldn't tell at the momenU 
but that he would find out for os if whether he could be 
released or not from his confidential relationship. He hat 
never done It. and we have written him several letters asking 
liim to disclose the name of that person, and hlT ftki ' KlVer 
complied. 
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BUBT: Un\ that roolifh? If ft man U paLriftlif ^nnii^h 
Id tHg aiu pl ace, who am I to be eoncerned If he wasn't an 
Informer. I am Incarcerated, nothing to be worried about 
anyone hurting me. 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Mr. Ruby. I am not quea- 
tioning your story at all. I wanted jrou to know the background 
of this thing, and to know that it was with us only heresay. 
But 1 did feel that our record should show that we would ask 
you the question and that you would answer It. and you bava 
answered it. 

RUBY; Bow many days prior to the assassination was 
that? 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: My recollection Is that It 
was a week or two. Is that correct? 

RUBY: Did anyone have any knowledge that their be- 
loved President was goins to visit here prior to that time, or 
what U the definite time that they knew he was eomlng to 

Dallas? •.I 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Well. I don't know Just what 
those dates are. . . 

RItbY; I sec. ' 

^CHIET JUSTICE WARREN: I JUSt donl know. Vitu.-we 
wanted to ask you that Questio n, becaus e this m an had 
t estified an d we have been trying ever since to get hiJsJloLSiye 
the source of his information, but he will not do it, ao we will 
leave the matter as it is. 

RUBY: No. I am as innocent regarding any conspiracy as 
any of you genUemen in the room, and I don't want anythlnf 
to be run over lightly. I want you to dig Into it with any biting , 
any question that might embarass me. or anything that might 
bring up my background, which Isn't so terribly apotted-^X 
have never been a criminal— I have never been In jail— I know 
when you live in the City of Chicago and you are in the liveli- 
hood of selling tickets to sporting events, your lucrative 
patrons are some of these people, but you dont mean anything 
to these people. You may know them as you get acquainted 
with them at the sporting events or the ball park. 

, CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: The prize flghU? 

RUBY: The prize fights. If that was your means of livdl- 
hood. yet you don't have no other affiliation with them, so 
when I say I know them, or what I have read from stories of 
personalities that are notorious, that is the extent of my in- 
volvement In any criminal activity. I have never been a book- 
maker. 1 have never stolen for a living. I am not a gangster. 
I have never used a goon squad for unions activities. 

All I was. was a representative to sound out applications 
for the American Federation ,of Labor, and if the employes 
would sign it. we would accept them as members. I never knew 
what a goon looked like in Chicago, with the exception when I 
went to the service. I never belonged to any subversive organ- 
ization. I don't know any subversive people that are against 
my beloved country. 

MR. RANKIN: You have never been connected with the 
Communist Party? 

RUBY: Never have. All I have ever done in my life— I had 
m very rough sUrt in life, but anything I have done. I at least 
try to do it In good taste, whatever I have been active In. 

MR. RANKIN: There was a story that you had a gun with 
you during the ahow up that you described In the Urge room 
there. 

RUBY: I win be honest with you. I Ued about It. It Isnt so. 
1 didn't have a gun. But In order to make my defense more 
save your life, that is the reason thatSmsasant 
was made. 
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IjANtOW: It vould be quIU helpful to the^Ccsuc!^* 
•ton If rou could^n the first place, 1 want to aet to the trip 
to Cuba. Was that In 1059? 

KUBY: Tea. Because I had to buy a $2 ticket a pass to 
Ihrouah Florida. 


Any Other Trip to Cuba? 


MH. RANKIN; Did you have any other trip to Cuba? 

RUBY; Never. That is the only one that I made. 1 stayed 
at the VoUc*a Apartments with Mr. McWiHie. lived in his 
apartment. Ate directly in a place called Wolf's, downstairs. 
Wouldn't know how to speak their language. I wouldn't know 
who to communicate with them. 1 probably had two dates 
from meeting some young ladies I got to dancing with, because 
my dinners were served in the Tropicana. One thing I forgot 
to tell you-*you are bringing my mind back to a few things— 
the owners, the greatest that have been expelled from Cuba* 
are the Fox brothers. They own the Tropicana. 

MR. RANKIN: Who are the Fox brothers? 

. RDBY; Martin Fox. and I can't think of the other name 

MR. RANKIN: Do you know where they are located now? 

RUBY: They are in Miami. Florida. They know everything 
•bout McWUlle. I heard: and know the officials. I met 
McWillie because he came to the Club, and he came to the 
Club to look over the show. And you get to talk to people and 
meet a lot of different types of people. The Fox brothers came 
to Dallas— I don't know which one It was— to collect • debt 
that some man owed the Cotton Gin Company hm, .

RUBY: There was one Lane that was killed in a taxicab. 
1 thought he was an attorney in Dallaa.

And I heard there was a statement made— now I am 
skipping— and then I gave Mr. Hall my complete background 
about things be wanted to know, my earlier background rolna 
back from the years, and I guess there was nothing else to 
say to HaU because as long as 1 staled why I did It — It is wA 
like planning a crime and you are confessing something. I 
already confessed, and all it look is one sentence why I did It. 
Now what else could I have said that you think I could have 
said? Refresh my memory a little bit. 

MR. RAlfKIN: There was a conversation with Mr. Sor- 
rells in which you told him about the matter. Do you remember 
that? 

RUBY; The only thing 1 ever recall I said to Mr. Ray Hall 
and Sorrells was, 1 said. “ Being of Jewish faith. I wanted to 
ahow my love for my President and hU lovely wife.- After I 
aaid whatever I said, then a sUtement came out that someone 
Introduced Mr. Sorrells to me and I said. -What are you, a 
newsman.- Or something to that effect. Which is really— what 
I am trying to say U. the way It sounded to Uke I was looking 
ISrpuromy and Inquiring U you are a newsman, FwanwcKo 
tee you.

I If It were timed that way. then aomeone In the Police 
f Department is guilty of giving the Information as to when 
Lee Harvey Oswald was coming down. 

* I never made a atatement. I never Inquired from the 
television man what time U Lee Harvey Oswald coming down. 
Because really, a man in his right mind would never ask that 
question. I never made the statement **I wanted to get three 
more off. Someone had to do it. Tou wouldnt do it.** I never 
made those statemenU. 

'No Malice in Me...' 

I never called the man by any obscene name, because as I 
stated earlier, theie was no malice in me. He was insignificant, 
to my feelings for my love for Mrs. Kennedy and our beloved 
President. He was nothing comparable to them, ao I cant 
explain it . 

I never used any words— as a matter of fact there were 
questions at the hearing with Roy Pryor and a few others^ I 
1 may have used one word **a little weasel** or something, bat 

1 didn't use it I dont remember, because Roy said it D ha 
aald I did, I may have said It. I never made the statement to 
anyone that 1 Intended to get him. I never used the obscene 
words that were stated. Anything I said was the emotional 
feeling of I didn't want Mrs. Kennedy to come back to trial. 

CONGRESSMAN FORD: It haa been aUeged that jm 
went out to Parkland Hospital. 

RUBT: No. I didn't go there. They tried to ask me. Ify 
sisters asked me. Some people told my sister **that you were 
there. I am of sound mind. I never went there. Everything that 
transpired during the tragedy, I was at the Morning Newg 
building. I 

CONG RESSMAN FORD: YOU didnt go out there tubas* 
quent to The assassination? ^ 

RUBT: No. In other words, like somebody fe rrying to 
mail, mt s omething of a martyr in that case. No. 1 never mu. 
Does this conflict with my story and yours in great length? 

MR. MOORE: Substantially the same. Jack, as well as X 
temember. 

MR. RANKIN: Did you say anything about people of your 
religion have guU, or something like that? 

RUBY: I said It. I never said it up there. I said. I could 
have said, **Wcren*t you afraid of getting your head blown 
off?" I said. •'Well, to be Uiithful. I have a Uttle nerve.** 1 
could have tald that. Now 1 could have said to the doctor 
that was sent to me, Bromberg, because there is a certain * 
raxriliarlty you have because it is like you have an attorney 
representing you, it It there. I mean, it is there. 

But I did say this. McWlllie made a sUtement about me, 
aomethinc to the effect that **he is considered a pretty rough 
guy." this MeWilhe. He said. •’One thing about Jack Ruby, he 
nuis this Club and no one runs over him.** And you have a 
different type of entertainment here than any other part of 
th e wui Tiv y , our type of entertainment. But I don't r^ll that

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN; Now you aaid there were 
some other things. Would you mind telling us anything you 
have on your mind? 

RUBY; No. because as I said earlier, you seem to have 
gotten the juicy part of the story up to now in the various 
spasmodic way of my telling it. How valuable am 1 to you to 
give you all this information? 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Well* how valuable Is rather 
an indefinite term, but 1 think it is very helpful to our Com- 
mission Report. 1 tliink the report would have been deficient 
If Jt had not been for this interview we have had with you.

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Mr. Ruby. I think you are 
entIUed to a statement to this effect, because you have been 
frank with us and have told us your story. I think I can say 
to you that there has been no witness before this Commission 
nut of the hundreds we have questioned who has clsimed to 
have any personal knowledge that you were a party to any 
conspiracy to kill our PresldenL 

RUBY: Yes. But you don t know this area here. 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: No. I don't vouch for any- 
thing except that I think I am correct in that, am I not? 

MR. RANKIN: That is correct. 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN; I Just wanted to leH you 
before our own Commission, and I might say to you also that 
we have explored the situation.

RUBY: I know, but I want to say this to you. If certain 
people have the means and want to gain aomething by 
propagandizing something to their own use, they will make 
ways to present certain things that I do look guilty.

CHIEP JUSTICE WARREN : WcU. we can’t do everyUiinf 
at once. 

) RUBY: T am In a tough gpot. and I don’t Ynow what the 
I solution can do to uve me.

Lyndon Johnson, as soon as he was the President of his 
country, he appointed you as head of this group. But through 
certain falsehoods that have been said about me to other 
people, the John Birch Society.

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Well. I don't g*^ thc 
full tljnmarnce of It, Ui. Ruby. I know what you feel about 
the John Birch Society.

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: I think it Is powerful, yes 
I do. Of course I don't have all U» information that you feci 
you have on that subject. 

RUBY': Unfortunately, you don't have, because It Is too 
late. And I wish that our beloved President. Xjyndon Johnson, 
would have delved deeper Into the situation, hear me, not to 
accept Just circumstantial facts about my guilt or Innocence, 
and would have questioned to find out the truth about me 
before he relinquished cerUln powers to these certain People.

Chief Justice Warren, I thought I 
would be very effective in telling you what I have said here*

RUBY: All I want is a lie detector test, and you refuse 
to give It to me.

'Be a Man About It' 

SHERIFF DECKER: Tou teU him your story. Nobody to - 
denying It. You tell this man, he has come a thousand or more ~ 
miles to listen to you. Now be a man about It. 

MR. MOORE: What I suggest: Jack at one time I was a 
polygraph operator, and you would not be able to go through 
the entire story that way you have here. So. seriously, you 
should tell the story and the things you want checked, you can 
be asked directly. Because you can only answer yes or no on 
the polygraph examination. So 1 think in view of what you 
want, you should tell your story first, and then the points that ^ 
you want verified, you can be questioned on. / 

As the Sheriff mentioned, the Commission has come a 
lone way to have the opportunity to listen to your story, and 
i am sure that they know you are telling the truth, in any case.

In his 
testimony before Chief Justice Warren, Ruby traces 
his movements from the time of the President's mur- 
der until the moment he shot Oswald— Mr. Kennedyli 
accused assassin. ' 

Did yon know Lee Harvey Oswald? That was one 
of the questions Ruby was asked. Were you part of ft 
conspiracy against the President? That was another 
of the questions. 

Jack Ruby answered. And as he talked he bared 
his mind and moved us a step closer to solving some 
of the riddles that have plagued this country and the

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We jfln iahed our dinner, and I went down to the C?hib 
that I operated, the Carouael, and this particular KaoWi o T 
Ceremonies happened to be there at the time, and we dia- 
cussed a few thlnf s. And there Is a columnist bj Che name * 
of Tony Zoppi^and prior to that. I wrote out a full pafe 
copy of this build— 1 have the copies— as an MC. and X 
brought a picture and brochure, and Tony said. **1 will write 
a story.” This was done two days prior to this Thursday night. 

fio then I went down, so we discussed It and were very 
much disgusted with Tony because he only cave us a build 
of one or two lines. Well. 1 retired that night after doslnf 
the Club. Then I knew I wanted to go back to the Morning 
News building to get the brochure I left, and also this oom« 
plete page of longhand writing describing the various talents 
of this BiU DeMair. 

I picked up the brochure that Friday morning, and X 
also had business at the News building on Friday becausa 
that Is the start of the weekend, which Is very lucrative, the 
weekend. 1 have ways of making my ads of where they have 
a way of selling tHe product I am producing or putting on the 
show. So 1 went down there Friday morning to Tony Zop^*t 
office, and they said be went to New Orleans for a couple of ' 
days. 

I picked up the brochure. X believe X got downtown there 
at 10:30 or 11:00 o'clock that morning. And X took the 
brochure and then went into the main room where we com* 
pose our ads. That Is the sales room where we placed oar 
ads. And I remained there for a while. I started to write the 
copy of my ad. 

Now I go back to the same fellow that wanted me to * 
come over to the Club when we were having our dinner on 
Mockingbird at the Egyptian Lounge. X came to the desk and 
X wanted to apologize and explain why I didn't accept his 
Invitation last night. 1 wanted to explain, and that UxA 
about twenty or twenty*five minutes. All this is pertaining 
to everything prior to the terrible tragedy that happened. 

X started to explain to him why X didn't want to go there 
because this fellow mentioned— Tony. I think— X cant think 
of his last name— of me having his band so many years, ant 
I felt at the moment X didn't want to go over to the Cttit 
because X didn't care to meet ibis feDow. 

And he started to apologize. ^Jack. I am sorry. I 
work for the fellow and we have been advertising him im 
that Club, and I am putting out a night club book.” I renialtied 
with him for twenty or twenty- five minutes talking there. 1 
don't know whether my ad was completed or not. Xt was an 
ad on the Vegas and the Carousel. My ads were completed. 

I believe, and after finishlig my conversation with hliii« 
he left. 

Suddenly the man that completes my ads for me. that 
helps me with it on occasion— but l usually make It up my- 
self— but the person that takes the money for the ads— this 
Is the reason It is so hard for me to meet a deadline when X 
get downtown to the News building. And as a rule. I have to 
pay cash for my ads. When you are in debt. It is necessary, 
and they will not put it In unless you pay cash. 

And consequently, the weekend. I had been to town on 
that particular day. All this adds up later on. as X will state 
why X didn’t go to the parade. Xn the first place. X don't want 
to go where there is big crowds. X cant explain U to you. Xf 
X was interested. I would have seen It on television, oar 
beloved President and all the parade that transpired. But 
a n that ad ds up why it ia Imj^rtant for me to be in the 
News building. ^ « _ 
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7 owe the fovemment quite t bit of money, tnd It U dolnf 
ouMnei^ut of your pocket, supposedly in the slanr dkpressiolL 
Well, John Newman comes In. and evidently be took it lor 
rranted I finished my ad. and I don*t recall If he paid lor 
his ad. and suddenly there Is some mllllns around. 

I think It wu 12:00 o'clock or fifteen minutes after 
12:00. 1 don't recall what, but Jbhn Newman said someone 
had been shot. And I sm sorry. I sot carried sway becauae 
X bad been under pressure. And someone else came runninf 
over and he said a Secret Service man was shot, or somethlnf 
to that effect. And X am there in the middle with John 
Newman, because Newman Isn't paylns any attention to 
anyone else, and there Is a lot golns back and forth. 




In a Sfate of Hysteria 

So someone must have made a statement that Governor 
Connally was shot. I don't recall what was said. And I was 
In a state of hysteria. I mean. You say. **Oh my Ood. It cant 
happen.** You carry on crazy sayings. 

There was a little television set in one office not far 
away from where I had been sitting at the desk. I ran over 
there and noticed a little boy and a little sister say. *7 wag 
gtandlng light there when It happened.** I mean, different 
' rmng^you hear on the television. Then the phone started 

the desk and I heard John Newman** say pe^le 
were complaining about the ad, why they accepUdn:hbHs4« 

<A tray of water and glasses was brought In.) 

Thank you. Has every witness been this hesitant la 
trying to explain their story? 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: You are doing veir weR X 
ean understand why you have to reflect upon a story of that 
length. 

RUBY: The phones were ringing off the desk calling 
various ads, and they were having a turmoil in that News 
buUdixig because of a person by the name of Bernard Welsman 
placing that particular ad. loll page ad. I am sore you are 
familiar with the ad. 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Tes, I am. 

RUBY: CriUdzing a Jot of things about our beloved 
President. Then John Newman and I and another gentleman 
walked over to another part of the room, and I beard John 
Newman say. *T told him not to take that ad.** Gomethlng to 
that affect. Then be said. *Well, you have seen him pay 
part cash and come back and pay the balance.** Now every- 
thing Is very vague to me as to when this transpired; after 
they heard the XTesident had been shot, or prior to that. You 
know It's been a Jong Ume, and I am under a very bad mental 
strain here. 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Yes. 

RUBY: From the time we were told that the President 
was shot, thirty-five minutes later they said he had passed 
* away. Xn the meantime. X became very emotional. I called my 
sister at home. 5he was carried away terribly bad. And JPhn 
y swar ,ft H "Jiappened to be there, and I know It It m Xmfl y 
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mcUon y ou tuve you want other people to feel thit-xoa 
Jermft^on&Uy dl^urbed the aame way aa other people, 
ao X let John lUten to the phone that my aUter was crying' 
hysterically. 

And I aaid to John. I said. **John I will have to leavd 
Dallas* Z don't know why I said that, but it Is a funny 
reaction that you feel, the city is terribly let down by the 
tragedy that happened. And X said. ''John. i am not opening 
up tonight * And I don't know what else transpired there. 
X know people were Just heartbroken. X left the room. X may 
have left out a few things. Hr. Moore remembers probably 
.more, but you come back and Question me and maybe X can 
answer these Questions. 
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'I Was Crying Pretty Bad' 


I left the building and X went down and X got my oar 
and X couldnt atop crying, because naturally when X pulled 
up to a **fitop* light and other people would be adjacent to 
me. I wouldn't want them to see me crying, because It looked 
kind of artificial And X went to the Club and X came up. 
and X may have made a couple of calls from there. X could 
have called my colored boy. Andy, down at the Club. X could 
have^X don't know who else I would have called, but X could 
have, because it is .so long now since my mind is very much 
war^ now. Tou think that literally? 

X went up to the Club and X told Andy. I said. ^Call 
everyone and ieU them we are not opening.* We have a 
UtUe girl in Fort Worth I wanted to make sure he called her. * 
And a fellow by the name of Bell called and wanted to know 
if we were open. And Kathy Kay called, and I said. ^Definitely 
not.* And X called Ralph Paul, that owns the Bull Pen. He 
geld. *Jack. being as everyone else is open"*-4>ecause be knows 
X was pressed for money— and X said. *Ho. Ralph. X cant 
open.* He said. 'K)kay. if that is why. that is the way lt*i 
got to be.* 

8o In the meantime. X bad gone with Alice Tflcbols for 
gometlme. and I called her on the phone but she wasnt 
there, but X left the number on the pay phone for her to 
return the cHl. because X didn't want to keep the buslnesi 
phone tied up. And X hadn't spoken to her in maybe nine 
months or a year. X dont know what X said to her. not many 
words, but Just what happened. 

I stm remained around the Club there. I am sure I was 
crying pretty bad. I think X made a long distance call to 
California. This fellow had Just visited me, and X had known 
him in the days back in Chicago when we were very young, 
in the real tough part of Chicago. His name is A1 Gruber. 

He was a bad kid In those days, but he is quite reformed. 
He is married and has a family, and X am sure he makes 
s very legitimate livelihood at this time. He happened to coma 
through a couple of nights prior to that to try to interest 
me. or four or five days prior to that, to interest me in a new 
kind— you follow the story as I tell it? 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: Yet. 

RUBY: Xt Is ImporUnt. very important. Xt is on a new 
kind of machine that washes cars. You pay with tokens. Xt Ift 
a new thing. X dont know if it faded out or not He tried to 
Interegt my brother, Sammy, because Sammy eoM his 
washatexia. And my sister was in the hospital when be first 
came. X am going back a little bit Sammy didn't go to the - 
hospital, and we needed to sell Sammy about this particular 
thing, and that is the reason A1 Gruber came Into the picture, / 
because he came to try to interest my brother Sammy in this 
new washaterie deal to wash cars. 

He left and went to Callfomla, but before he went to 
California X promised him my I>achshund dog. When this 
I hinr happ ened, f called him. He said, *Tes. we Bra JuatT 







watching on telcvldon * And I oouidnX carry on more ecmw- 
IsrOonTT $ald. ^'Al. I have to bang vp.** Then Z TT*^ hi^X 
called my sister. £Ueen. In Chicago. 

Then a Xellow came over to deliver some merchandise Z 
.had ordered over the phone, or Andy ordered. And we said. 
••What U the use of purchasing any merchandise of any kind, 
at are not Interested In business.** And 1 don't recall what 1 
said, but I told him whatever money he received, to keep the 
change. X am not a philanthropist, but nothing bothered ms 
at the time. I wasn't Interested In anything. 

Then X kept calling my alster. Eva. because she wanted 
me to come be with her. Eva and I have a very complex per- 
aonaUty. Very rarely can I be with her, but on this particular 
occasion, since she was carrying on so. I felt that I wanted to 
be with someone that meant something to me. I wanted to 
be with her. And I kept calling her back. “I will be there.* 
And so on. But I never did get there until a couple of hours 
later. 

I finally left the Club. I am sure you gentlemen 
brief In all the things that happened before.. A kid by the 
name of Larry up there. X think I told him to send the dog 
they crated, to find out about the price— very impulsive about 
everything. Then I left the Club, ^d I had been dieting, but 
I felt I wanted some food. I can’t explain it. It would bo like 
getting Intoxicated at that particular time. It is amusing, but 
It is true. 

I went over to the Rltz Delicatessen a block and a half 
away. Must have bought out the store, for shout ten dollars* 
•worth of dcUcadcs and so on. Went out to my sister's and 
sUyed at her apartment. Oh. I called from the apartment— 
iny iisrer knew more of my calls than X did. I rc gjemu e rt 

1b4i«v4^Ied— I cant think of who I called. 

Anyway. I am sure X made some calls of what had 
happened there. Somebody will have to piece me together 
from the time I got to my lister's apartment where I bad 
partaken of the food. Oh yes. I called Andy. This Andy Arm- 
strong called me and said. *'Don Safran wants you to call him.** 

This is rare for this gentleman, because he ii a columnist 
for the Dallas Times Herald, because he never could get out 
any copy for my Club. And be salcl,*'Don Safran wants me to 
call him.** I called him. and he said, "Jack are you going to be 
closed tonUht?- X said. -Yes.** He said, **WclL the Cabana 
and the Adolphus, the Century Room, arc going to be closed.* 

I said. "Don. I am not asking you about any Clubs that 
arc going to be closed. I know I am going to be closed.* And 
be said. "Jack, that Is what I want ta know." And I said. 
"You don't have to prompt me about who else Is going to be 
dosed.** I put the receiver down and talked to my sister, 
and I said, *'Eva. what shall wc do?** And she said, "Jack, 
let's close for Ihe three days." She said. •*Wc dont bava 
anything anyway but wc owe It to" — (chokes up). 

So I called Don Safran back Immediately and I said. 
"Don, wc decided to close for rviday. Saturday and Sunday.* 
And he said, **Okay." Then I called the Morning News and I 
wanted to deflnlUly make sure to change a copy of my ad 
to "Oosed Friday, Saturday and Sunday," something to that 
effect. And It was a Utile late In the afternoon, but he said.

Then X caDed Don bact aaaln but couldnt cet him. and 
2 apoke to one of his aasistants. and X said. 1 forgot vhat 2 
M6 him. Anrn^ay. that U one of the ealU I had that had 
transpired. I lie down and take a nap. I wake about 7:00 or 
7:30. In the meantime. I think I called— >the reason this 
comes back to me. I know I was going to go to the Synagogue. 

I called Coleman Jacobson and asked him what time 
services are tonight, and he said he didn't know. And I said. 
**Are there going to be any special services?** And he said 
he didn't know of any. And I called the Congregation Shear* 
ith Israel and asked the girl, and she said. ^'Regular services 
at 8:00 o'clock.** And I said. **Aren*t there going to be earlier 
services like 5:30 or 6:00?** 

And about 7:30 1 went to my apartment. I dont know If 
2 went downtown to the Club. I know I went to my apart- 
ment— either to the Club or to the apartment. And I changed, 
showered and shaved, and I think I drove— and as I drove 
down, there Is a certain Thornton Freeway, and I saw the 
Clubs were still open going full blast, a couple of clubs there. 

Anyway. I went out to the Synagogue and I went through 
the line and I spoke to Rabbi Silverman, and I thanked him 
for going to visit my sister at the hospital. She was In a week 
prior and had Just gotten out. I don't remember the date. 

Then be had a Oonfinnation— this Is the night prior to 
the Confirmation. They serve UtUe delicacies. So in spite of 
the fact of the mood I was In, I strolled Into the place, and 
2 think 2 had a little glass of punch. Nothing intoxlcaUngt 
Just a little punch they serve there. I didn't speak to anyone. 
One girl, Leona, said **Heno, Jack,** and 1 wasn't In a oon- 
versational mood whatsoever. 

I left the Club — I left the Synagogue and I drove by the 
Bali-Hai Restaurant. I noticed they were open. I took recog- 
nition of that. I drove by another Club called the Cay Nine- 
ties. and they were closed. And I made it my business to drive 
down Preston Road. 

In my mind suddenly it muHed over me that the Folic* 
Department was working overtime. And this is th e crariest 
thing tha t ever happened In a person's life. I have aiulTfi 
been very close to the Police Department. 2 dont know why. 







t I Alwtyi abided by the Uw— a fei^^JllllsjQ; 
fractions! but not aerUms — and 1 Xelt ve have one . of tba 
greatest police forces In the world here, and I. have always 
been close to them, and I visited In the office. And over the 
radio I heard they were working overtime. 

X stopped at the delicatessen called Phil's on Oak Lawn 
Avenue, and suddenly I decided— I told the clerk there X 
wanted him to make me some real food sandwiches, about 
ten or twelve, and he had already started on the sandwiches 
and X got on the phone. 


'I Will Tell the Boyt...' 
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I called an officer by the name of 8ims and 1 said. **8tms. 
I hear you fuys are working.** and so on. I said. *'I want to 
bring some sandalches.** And he said. **Jack, we wound np 
cur work already. We wound up what we were doing. We are 
finished what we were doing. I will tell the boys about your ^ 
thoughtfulness, and I will thank them for you.** In the mean* 
time, there is a fellow In loam that has been very good to 
me named Gordon McLendond. XX> you know hlxn. Mr. War* 
reft? 

CHIEF JUSTICE WARREN: I think I do not 
RUBY: He had been giving me a lot of free plugs And 
all the while listening to the radio, I heard about a certaiii 
disc jockey, Joe Long, that is down at the station, giving 
first-hand information— I want to describe him— of Oswald. 
Very rarely do I use the name Oswald. X don't know why. 

I don't know how to explain it— of the person that committed 
Che act. (Pause to compose self.) 

6o before going down to the police station, I try to call 
XCLXF but cant get their number— I wanted to bring the sand* 
wiches to KUF so they would have the sandwiches, sines 
they already started to make them up. And I remember Russ 
Knight, a disc jockey— these names aren't familiar to you, 
but I have to mention them in order to refresh my memory. 

His name was Moore, or something, and I tried to gel 
Information on the telephone, but they couldn't give me tbs 
phone number of his home. I probably thought I could get 
the phone number, but after 6:00 pm. you cannot get into 
the premises unless you have a **hot'* number that is right 
to the disc jockey room. 6o I couldn't get a hold of that 
But in the meantime I called Gordon McLendon's home, 
because I know he lives near the Synagogue out there, and X 
got a little girl on the phone, and 1 knew they had children, 
and I asked for the number of KLIP. I said* “Anyone home?" 
She said, “no." X said. Ts your Daddy or Mommy home?" X 
forget what transpired. I said. "I would like to get the number 
of the sUtlon so that X can get In the building at this time." 

She said she would go and see. and gave me a Rlverdde 
exchange. Mind you, this is six or seven months back, gentle* 
men. And X asked her name. Her name was Christine. I think. 

X said, “I wanted to bring some sandaiches. She said, “My 
mother already brought sandwiches.” And I said I wanted to 
go there too. And that was the end of this UtUc girl’s conver- 
ssUon with myself. I called Uiat number, as I am repeating 
myself.

Enter: Lee Oswald 
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But prior to foint Into the sUtkm. I drove up McKinnep 
Avenue to look over % couple of clubs to see II they were 
ocUvatlng. I knew the club across from PhlVs Restaurant 
and I knew the B&B Restaurant was open. That U a restao* 
rant and I know the necessity for food, but I cant under* 
'Stand some of the clubs remaining open. It struck me funnx 
at such s tragic time as that happening. 

Z drove down to Commerce and Harwood and pariced 
my car with my dog*— ^Incidentally. I always have my dog with 
me— on the lot there, left the sandwiches in the car. and 
went Into the building of the police station, took the elevator 
up to the second floor, and there was s police officer thm. 

This is the first time I ever entered the building, gentle* 
men. The first time of that Friday. This time it must have 
been about— I mean the time, the time of my entering the 
building. I guess, was approximately 11:15 pm. The officer 
was there, and I aald. ^bere la Joe Long?** I said, *Can Z 
go and look for him?** 

Evidently X took a little domineering part about me. and 
X was able to be admitted. X asked different reporters and 
irarious personalities there. •'Arc you Joe Long?** and 1 
couldn*t locate him. I even had a police officer try to page 
him and he couldn*t locate him. X recognized a couple af 
police officers. Cal Jones and a few others, and I said **hello** 
io them. And I am still looking for Joe Long, but X am car- 
ried away with the excitement of history* 

And one fellow V>cn— I am in the hallway thero-4hers 
Is a narrow hallway, and X don*t recall if Captain Frits or 
Chief Curry brings the prisoner out. and I am standing about 
two or three feet away from him, and there is some reporters 
that didn't know the various police officers, and X don't know 
whether they asked me or X volunteered to tell Uienu be- 
cause I knew they were looking to find out who that was. and 
I said. 'That was Chief Curry** or "That is Captain FriU," or 
whoever it was. X don't recall fDallas County lAstrict Attor- 
ney) Henry Wade coming out in the hallway. He probably 
did. X don’t recall what haj^;>ened. 

«To Mr. TonahUl: Is that for me. Joe?) 

Then suddenly someone asked, either the Chief or Cap- 
tain Frits, "Isn’t there a larger room we can go into?’* They 
said. "Well, let’s go down to the Assembly Room downstairs.* 
1 don't know what transpired In between from the time that 
I had the officer page Joe long up to the time X was stand- 
ing about three feet sway from Oswald. All the things— I 
don't recall If X am telling you everything that happened 
fgcr^ *h*Ltime. from the time X entered the buil ding to 
lime I went down to the Assembly Boom. * ^ 
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Catches DA in Error 


1 went down to the Assembly Room down In the bese* 
ment. 1 fell perfectly free walking In there. No one asked me 
or anything. I got up on a little table there where 1 knew X ‘ 
wasn't blocking anyone's view, because there was an abut- 
ment aUcklng out* and I had my back to the abutment, and 
1 was standing there. Then they brought the prisoner out 
and various questions were being shouted. 

I noticed there was a Chief County or Judge Davidson, 1 
can think of his name, one of these Precinct Court Judges, 
and they brought the prisoner out. I don't recall if Chief 
Fritz. Captain Fritz was there, or Chief Curry. 1 know Henry 
Wade was there. 

And they itarted shouting questions and he said, *ls be 
the one?** And the question about the gun. And they ques- 
tioned Henry Wade. *What erganiution did he belong to.** 
or something. And if I recall, X think Henry Wade answered. 
Tree Cuba.- 

And I corrected Henry Wade, because listening to the 
radio or KUF. it stood out in my mind that it was *7blr 
Flay Cuba." There wu a difference. 8o he said. "Oh yes. 
Fair Play Cuba," and he corrected that. I don’t know how 
long we remained there. There was a lot of questions thrown 
back and forth, and this District Attorxwy Henry Wade was 
answering them to the best he could. 

Trom the time he started, be let Um reporters know that 
t his wa^jg ie guilty one that commlUed the crime. He gpecifte- 
aliysUtM that in that room, that he was the one.lT3I3Ht 
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any eltccl on my mind, because whether ihe__n^rsnn 
KBd cohieV>ut, whether he come out openly and publicly statecT 
didnt have any bearing in my mind, because I wasnU Inter* 
ested in anything. All 1 knew, they had the prisoner But the 
repoitcrs like to know where they stand. **ls he the one?** 
We left out in the hallway, and I saw Henry Wade stand- 
ing there, and 1 went over to him and said, **Henry, X want 
you to know I was the one that corrected you.** I think It la 
a childish thing, but I met Heniy Wade sometime back, and 1 
knew he would recognize me. **By the way. It was Fair Play 
Cuba,** or something to that eriecl. 

In the meantime, as I leave Heniy Wade, twp gentlemen 
paw by and 1 Mid. •‘Aic you Joe Long?** He said. **No, why 
do you want Joe Lone?" And I said "I got to set into KLIP* 

I have got some sandwiches.** And he said. **What about ua?** 
And 1 said. **6ome other Ume.** 

And It so happened 1 found out Jerry Gunkle and Sam 
Pease. I found out they were the names, so 1 did get the 
pumber. because these fellows work for a hvsl radio station, 
and he gave me the number of KLIP. And in the testimony 
of John Rutledge, if 1 recall now — this Is the only time I had. 
ever seen this petaon. When I went out the railing where 
the phone was at: people felt free to walk in. 

In other words. I felt that I was deputized as a reporter 
tnomcntailly, you might say. 8o 1 called one of the boys at 
KLIP and I said to them. **1 have sandwiches for you. X want 
to get over there.- I said. **By the wiy, I see Henry Wade 
talking on the phone to someone. Do you want me to get him 
over here?** And he said. **yes, do that." 

That is when everyone was beckoning Henry Wade, and 
I called him mxr and he talked on the phone to this boy.

I'hc ifKident was his killing of Oswald 
in the basement of the Dallas jail. Riby 
may have realized, at the end, the acci- 
dental driftings of his life, for he said r4>w 
to his brother, ‘The ironic part of this 
business (is) that I made an illegal turn 
behind a bus at the parking lot. Had I 
gone the w-ay I was supposed lo go — 
straight on down Main Street — I would 
never— I would never have met this fate be-

He died two weeks later, and now— 
though many thousands of television watch- 
ers saw him kill Oswald —we’ll have to 
settle for a Scotch verdict. Not proved.

Ruby was en\ployed by Globe

It 
should not have taken almost three years to find out that 
this issue must be tried again. 

The Ruby case is a reminder that our system of law 
and justice is far from perfect-something that we might

”We will certainly cite the Shep- 
pard decision In our briefs in the 
Ruby case,** William M. Kunst- 
ler of New York said. “It strength- 
ens our position. There is a dose 
parallel between the Sheppard 
trial and the Ruby trial,** 

The Supreme Court voted S to 
t Monday to set aside the life 
sentence which Dr. Slieppard. a 
Qeveland osteopath, received aft- 
er a jury convicted him of mur- 
dering bis wife, 

i (The Slate of Ohio Friday or- 
dered a new trial for Sheppard. 
Cuyahoga County prosecutor John 
T. Corrigan said another trial will 
be held because “society has teen 
the victim of a heinous crime
